In these 
days' still drably colored by the war, when women are taking 
a place, steadily enlarging, in public affairs, there is a danger, 
also steadily enlarging,-,that home affairs will take a secondary 
importance. Many girls fighting their w'ay into business are 
prond of the independence of earning a living, and are res- 
tive under domestic restrictions and the drudgery of the kitch- 
en. It seems to be an alarming development. Anything that 
threatens home life threatens the life of the nation. House- 
holds cannot be ru nsuccessfully,without housewives and the 
only possible material for them is the young women. 


Undoubtedly housework is irksome, while there is greater 


variety, interest and excitemenfin business, but the latter 
brings crushing disapointments and killing competition. The 
home is a shelter to which the disheartened and weary business 
girl may eventually turn.

But, as in every matter, there is a saving pojnt. -It is the at- 


traction of the sexes. When love comes to a young couple, a 
home is instantly the first consideration. This outlays the 
keenest business'interest or ambition. The girl, truly in love, 
rejoices to go into the four walls of the home- the man has 
provided for her. God has created the magic influence to draw 
her to the parlor, drawing room and kitchen, as well as the 
nursery, the places He has designed for her. The pessimist 
need not be hopeless. Business and the professions cannot de- 
stroy the mating inclinations of young hearts. There will al- 
ways be a supply of willing cooks and housewives. 


A Christmas to Come 


Now that France having made concessions, has agreed with 


England—temporarily at least—upon a policy toward Ger- 
many, there is a hopeful prospect that no international^ com- 
plications will disturb the peace of Christmas this year and 
that in the immediate future there will not be a hostile army 
in the field.

The very- 
fact that France and England have1 compromised their dif- 
ferences over so "serious matters as the Ruhr occupation and 
the payment of reparations by Germany proves that a desire 
for peace is alive in the great heart of the world together with 
the will to have it. 


The coming Christmas, with many to follow, may not see 


war ended forever, but as surely as there will be holly and 
mistletoe and ribbons and flowers to gladden the holidays this 
December, a more Christian spirit is abroad upon the earth, 
and not so far distant is a Christmas when war shall have 
ceased forever and when the resort to bloodshed instead of 
arbitration to settle differences among the nations will be 
looked upon as the amazing, unbelievable folly of mankind.

The sur- 
passing tribute paid to his memory as 
he was borne across the continent, to 
rest at last at home revealed the place 
he held in the hearts of the American 
people. But this is not the occasion 
for extended reference to the man or 
his work. 
In this presence, 
among 


those who knew and loved him, that is 
unnecessary. 
But we who were as- 


sociated with hlm_ could not resume 
together the functions of our 
office 


without pausing for a moment, and In 
his memory reconsecrating ourselves 
to. the service.of our country. He is 
gone. We remain. It is our duty, 
under the inspiration of his example, 
to take up the burdens which he was 
permitted to lay down, and to develop 
and support the wise principles of 
government which he represented. . 


Foreign Affiara 


For us peace reigns everywhere. 


We desire to perpetuate it always_ by 
(jj^irtftn^-*ru]TJ1jugtTce to Otners*and re- 
quiring of others full justice to our- 
selves . 


Our country has one cardinal prin- 


ciple to maintain in its foreign policy. 
It is an American principle. It must 
be an American policy. We attend to 
'our own affairs, conserve ..our 
own 


strength, and protect the interests of 
our own citizens; but we .-'recognize 
thoroughly our obligation to help 
Others, reserving to the decision of our 
own judgment the time, the place and 
the method. We realize the common 
bond of humanity: We know the in- 
escapable law of service. 


Our country has definitely refused 


to adopt and ratify the covenant of the 
League of Nations. We have not felt 
warranted In assuming the responsi- 
bilities which its members have 
as- 


sumed. I am not proposing any 
change in this policy; neither Is the 
Senate. 'The incident, so far. as we 
are concerned, is closed. The League 
exists as a foreign agency. We hope 
It will be helpful. 
But 
the United 


States sees no reason ti limit its own 
freedom and independence of aetioh by 
joining it. We shall do well to recog- 


2e this basic fact in all national af- 


fairs and govern ourselves 
accord- 


ingly. 
- 


World Court 


Our foreign policy has always- been 


guided by two principles. The "one is 
the avoidance of permanent political 
alliances which would 
sacrifice ' our 


•proper independence. 
The other .is 


the peaceful settlement of controver- 
sies between nations. 
By 
example 


and by treaty we have advocated ar- 
bitration. • For nearly 25 years 
we 


have been a member of The Hague 
.Tribunal, and have long sought . the 
creation of a permanent World Court 
of Justice. I am in full accord with 
both of these policies.

There is an inescapable personal re- 
sponsibility for the development of 
character, of Industry, of thrift, and 
of self-control. These do not come 
from the-government, but from 
the 


people themselves. But the govern- 
ment can and should always be ex- 
pressive of steadfast determination, 
always vigilant, to maintain conditions 
under which these virtues are most • 
likely, to develop and secure recogni- 
tion and reward.

can policy.

minimum wage law for women, which 
would undoubtedly find sufficient pow- 
er of enforcement in the influence of 
public opinion. 


Having in mind that education is pe- 


culiarly a local problem, and that 
it 


should always be pursued with 
the 


largest freedom of choice by students 
and parents, nevertheless, the Federal 
government might well give the benefit 
of its counsel and encouragement more 
freely in this direction. 
If anyone 


doubts the need of concerted action by 
the states of the nation for this pur- 
pose, it is only necessary to consider 
the appalling figures of illiteracy rep- 
resenting a condition which does not 
vary much in all parts of the Union. 
I do not favor the making of appropri- 
ations from the National Treasury to 
be expended directly on local, educa- 
tion, but I do consider it a fundamental- 
requirement 
of 
national 
acitivity 


which, accompanied by allied subjects 
of welfare, Is worthy of a separate de- 
partment and a place in the Cabinet. 
The humanitarian side of government 
should not be repressed; but should be 
cultivated. 


Mere intelligence, however, Is not 


enough. 
Enlightenment must be ac- 


companied by that moral power which i 
is the prodilct of the 
home and

religion.
